PARIS. June 25.—A curious case 


wherein the Treaty 01 Versailles and 
its reparation clauses are mentioned 
is at present before French courts. 
Duke de Vicsnce in 1912 bought a 
house in the Avenue de Wagram in 
Paris, the purchase carrying with it 
a mortgage of 900.r>00 francs held by 
a Berlin firm. The duke assumed the 
mortgage and continued to pay inter- 
est until the outbreak of the war. 
The Berlin company to-day claims 
the whole house. 
The duke now re- 


fuses to either pay the interest or 
give up the house, statfncr that "he 
had a b:g property, estimated at three" 
million francs, at Ca-jlaincourt in the 
North which was destroyed by the 
German army."
